DAYCARE ADMISSIONS CONSPIRACY UNCOVERED 
The Hamptons Police this week swooped in 
and arrested over 40 individuals, charging each 
suspect with illegal actions designed to rig the 
results of admissions into prestigious local 
daycare centers and preschools. 

“The offences we’ve detailed in our report run 
the gamut,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “From simple bribery to the 
elaborate faking of potty training records, this 
is a conspiracy that challenges the very notion of 
fairness in daycare admissions.” 

After what they say was a nearly two-year 
investigation, the Hamptons Police charged 


Nicholas Lugner, a well-known local daycare 
admissions counselor, with a variety of crimes 
pertaining to the falsification of daycare 
application materials for his clients. “For the right 


price, Lugner could make your baby look like the . 


next Dalai Lama, at least on paper,” says Hirsch. 
The parents who engaged Lugner’s services were 
“almost certainly in on the schemes,” says Hirsch, 
and were also arrested and charged. 

The daycare centers and preschools targeted 
included the exclusive Dunes School in 
Napeague and Woodland Hills in Northwest 
Woods. Spokespeople for both schools 
denied the schools had any hig of the 
alleged fraud. 

Hirsch detailed several especially egregious 
falsifications allegedly perpetrated by Lugner and 
his clients. In one case, police say, Lugner created 
a fake video in which a one-year-old applicant 
to a highly selective local preschool appears 
to be performing elaborate gymnastic routines. 
In another faked video, a toddler appears to 
be reciting Shakespearean poetry. A third 
video shows a set of nine-month-old triplets all 
strumming ukuleles and singing “Guantanamera” 
in three-part harmony. “These were blatant and 


obvious frauds,” notes Hirsch, “but in the world 
of high-stakes daycare and preschool admissions, 
people will obviously do anything to set their 
children apart.” 

In the days since the arrest, Hirsch says, the 
police have received a torrent of calls demanding 
that they investigate further. “Many people seem 
to think that the daycare centers and preschools 
must have been in on this,” says Hirsch. “And it 
does seem pretty obvious. After all, if you admit 
to your daycare a set of nine-month-old triplets 
thinking that they have all learned how to play 
the ukulele and harmonize in Spanish, and it 
turns out that they haven’t even begun to speak 
yet, beyond ‘mama’ and ‘dada,’ maybe you'd get 
a little suspicious. We’re pretty suspicious, I can 
tell you that!” 

Despite admitting to these suspicions, Hirsch 
did not disclose whether the police are continuing 
to investigate the matter. “We will keep the public 
updated regarding any further developments,” 
Hirsch says. “And anyone with any information 
should not hesitate to contact us.”

Torpedoes, 


“A Speck in the Sea,” and the Pink and Purple Dragger

very day, weather permitting, the fishing 

trawlers go out from Shinnecock and 
Montauk in search of porgies or pollock, flounder 
or bluefish or whatever else is running. Onboard 
usually are a captain and a mate or crew. They 
often leave at 5 a.m., as dawn rises. When they 
get to the fishing grounds, they crank out the 
40-foot-long steel outriggers and lower the nets, 
then steer the ship so the nets fill with fish. After 
that, the nets are brought alongside the ship, and 
the fish are taken aboard and dropped into the 
hold. The crew usually gets back with a boat full 
of fish at about 3 p.m., tired but a little bit richer. 
It’s a living. 

You might think not much would go wrong 
on these trips. But it does. A survey by the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics ranks commercial 
fisherman as having the second most dangerous 
job in America. Number one is logging workers. 
Third, fourth and fifth are pilots and flight 
engineers, roofers and steel workers. During 
2013, Stian Stiansen, a fisherman from East 
Quogue, drowned when his fishing boat capsized 
off Shinnecock. There have been other events, 
which will be reported upon further down in this 
article. But there have also been three offshore 
dramas that have riveted the Hampton Bays and 
Montauk fishing communities. 

The first of these took place in 1991, when the 
Coast Guard ordered the entire southern half of

Hampton Bays evacuated for half a day because 
of what Captain Hand and his mate aboard the 
trawler Shinnecock had caught. 

The second event took place on July 24, 2013, 
some 40 miles off Montauk. Around 9 p.m., 
Anthony Sosinski, the co-owner of the lobster 
boat Anna Mary, went below to take a two-hour 
nap, leaving his partner, John Aldridge, on deck 
to take care of things, the boat on autopilot. 
When Sosinski awoke just after dawn, it was 
long past the two hours he intended to sleep. 
And Aldridge was nowhere to be found. What 
happened? The 12 hours of drama that followed 
became a book and is currently in the process of 
being made into a movie. 

The latest sea drama involves Captain Rick 
Lofstad, his mate Desmond and his Hampton 
Bays trawler, All for Joy, fishing near Fishers 
Island last week. The ship got caught in a storm, 
lost its hatch cover when a wave washed across 
the deck, and it began to wallow low in the sea as 
the hold began to fill with water. Lofstad (whose 
father was Stian Stiansen) called the Coast Guard 


for help, and when they arrived they found All. 


for Joy, a dragger painted pink and purple, 
rolling in the stormy seas in great distress. The 
Coast Guard ship pulled through the 10-foot 
surf to come alongside and, after a crew member 
tossed them a baling pump to try to clear out the 
water, proceeded to escort the All for Joy for the 
next two hours to reach the calm waters behind 
Fisher’s Island. 


They never made it. The All for Joy, with the 
pump unable to keep up, got lower and lower in 
the water and finally, when it seemed inevitable it 
would turn upside down in the heaves of the surf, 
the Coast Guard radioed Lofstad and Desmond to 
abandon ship. They put on the required neoprene 
wetsuits that all commercial ships now have. 
And just moments before the All for Joy turned 
over, they jumped, splashed around and were 
soon hauled aboard the Coast Guard vessel, 
where they were wrapped in blankets. During 
the effort to save the ship while the pump was 
going, Lofstad asked the Coast Guard captain 
over the radio if he wanted to know why his 
ship was painted pink and purple. He said, 
according to the Southampton Press, that when 
his daughter, Joy, was three years old, he’d asked 
her what colors to paint the ship, and she said 
pink and purple. So he did. He later said in the 
Southampton Press that he wanted them to know 
this in case he didn’t make it. 

The All for Joy floated for a short time in the 
sea and, not long after that, sank. But the crew 
lived to tell the tale. The commercial fishermen in 
Hampton Bays are still talking about this. 

As for the terrifying event in 2013, when 
Anthony Sosinski woke at dawn instead of 11:30 
p.m., he ran up top to talk to Aldridge about his 
failure to wake him and—where was he? The seas 
were calm and the ship was still on autopilot. And 
there was no Aldridge. 

Frantically, Sosinski radioed the Coast Guard. 
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One of the first things they asked, he later told 
people, was did he leave a suicide note? In any 
case, they were on their way from their base in 
New London. Sosinski soon noticed a 35-gallon 
Coleman ice chest cooler with a handle broken 
off. It had not been broken off before. It must 
have given way, he thought, while Aldridge was 
pulling on it, heaving Aldridge over the side. 
Sosinski noted the speed of his boat and the 
direction the autopilot was taking them, and 
made a line on a chart that showed the path the 


ship was taking when Aldridge went overboard. 


He turned the ship around to go back along it. 
Soon, airplanes and more Coast Guard ships were 
on their way, and also almost the entire fishing 
fleets from Montauk, Connecticut and Rhode 
Island. Even Jimmy Buffett, who keeps a yacht at 
Sag Harbor, was out there. 

How long could Aldridge last at sea? Twelve 
hours into the search, Aldridge was seen sitting 
on a rope between two lobster buoys he had come 
upon, which he had tied together. Rescued from 
there, he told his story. He had not been wearing 
a life jacket when he had been heaved into the 
sea. But he had heavy rubber boots on, and by 
reaching down after falling off the ship, he was 
able to take them off, hold them over his head 
upside down to get the water out, and then use 
them under his armpits for floatation. What a 
story that was. And again, there were celebrations 
throughout the fishing community at this 
close shave. 

After they were back and safe, they were 
encouraged to write a book about the experience. 
It became A Speck in the Sea, and soon thereafter 


it was picked up to be made into a movie by the 


Weinstein Brothers (pre-all Harvey’s troubles.) 
Today, two years later, it still hasn’t been finished. 
We will just have to wait and see. 

The 1991 event involved a dragger called the 
Shinnecock I, owned by the legendary Captain 
Daniel Hand of Hampton Bays. It had been an 
uneventful day of fishing 45 miles off in the 
Atlantic, until Hand and his mate hauled in a 
net full of porgies that also included what looked 
like a very old World War II unexploded bomb or 
torpedo. Hand might have decided to cut the net 
free from the boom and let it drop down to the 
sea bottom, but that would have been a waste of a 
good net, the loss of a load of porgies and perhaps 
the losing of an important war relic, and so he 
left everything where it was under the boom and 
headed home. What happened next is the stuff of 
legend. 

Approaching the inlet, he radioed in to shore 
describing what he had—in prior years, fishermen 
had caught hand grenades, poison gas canisters 
and cannon balls—and about 20 minutes later, a 
new call came in to him. A description of what he 
had hauled up had been forwarded to munitions 
experts in Woods Hole. He was carrying a torpedo 
with 800 pounds of explosives in the nose, which 
if still dry, could blow up at any minute. 

“Head back out to sea a half a mile,” he was told 
over the radio. “And drop anchor. We will come 
and rescue you.” 

That rescue came by helicopter. As thelegend has 
it, the 106th Air National Guard in Westhampton 
had been called in—this is a para-rescue unit 
that serves the entire Western Hemisphere— 
and they hovered over the Shinnecock, dropped 


a rope ladder, sent two para-rescuers down 


and helped the captain and his mates up 
and off. 

Hand and his mates were taken to shore, only 
to find the entire boatyard, dock and nearby 
community abandoned. Everyone had been 
ordered inland from the shorefront. Nobody was 
taking any chances. 

Not long after, the Navy sent out a ship, the 
sailors climbed aboard the Shinnecock I, set 
some charges around and set them off by remote 
control, which sank it. But there was no torpedo 


explosion. Some days later, divers went out, 


located the torpedo to try to disarm it, but it still 
wouldn’t explode. It seems to have been a dud. 
From Daniel Hand’s perspective, though, it didn’t 
matter much. 

The Navy said the government would pay him 
to replace the fishing boat. But time passed and 
then more time, and the Navy wasn’t paying him. 
This was amazing and it became a scandal. Then 
the media got involved. 

At Hand’s home on Vail Avenue in East Quogue, 
Daniel Hand was spending his days watching 
television. 

“Basically,” his wife told reporters, “we’re on 
hold. The Navy blew up his life. He’s got nothing 
left. No job. No boat.” 

-In the end, it took efforts by our local 
Congressman George Hochbrueckner, along 
with Senator Alfonse D’Amato, to finally squeeze 
$220,000 out of the Navy, enough to help 
Hand to buy a new Shinnecock II, for about 
$300,000, he estimated, provided he mortgaged 
his house. 

Captain Hand fished off his Shinnecock II for 


many years thereafter. £&

to sniff out a scam when it crosses our 
doorstep. It arrives as an email—a person we 
know is in Nigeria and his wallet was stolen and 
please send money so he can get home right 
away and here is the number to call. Another is 
a phone call that begins, “This is your credit card 
company. Your credit is fine, but you are now 
eligible to...” Click. 

Yesterday, however, I got one in the mail. 
This is appropriate because this seemed to be 
an old school scam, and the U.S. Mail is old 
school. The letter comes from a vice president of 
a bank. I happen to have a checking account at 
this bank. 

“Dear Daniel Rattiner: 

We're reaching out to you to inform 
you of a recent incident involving your 
account information. 


On December 4, Capital One learned that. 


some bank documents that were intended to 
be destroyed were accidentally displaced from 
our shredding vendor’s truck as it left the East 
Hampton branch that day. Shortly after, our 
employees worked to recover the documents 
that were displaced from the truck. Information 
about your account may have been contained in 
the documents that were being transported by 
the vendor....” 

This is the old Fell off the Back of the Truck 


scam. “Hey fella, got a hot diamond necklace 
here. Just 200 bucks. Fell off the back of a truck. 
That’s that kind of scam. 

Or is this a scam? The letter was signed by 
Gregory Bryant, who is Vice President, Branch 


499 


and Café Operations. That word “café” rang a 
bell. During the Super Bowl, Capital One ran this 
commercial that declares they are becoming hip. 
No longer are their branch lobbies to be called 
branch lobbies. They are to be called banking 
cafés. On the screen was something that looks 
like Starbucks. There is banking going on, but 
there is a bar where drinks are being served, and 
there is music playing in the background, and 
everybody is having just such a very good time. 
This is a hint that this “scam” might actually be 
something authentic. 

The letter continues on with an effusive apology 
and a statement that they are taking steps and 
adding precautions to prevent anything similar 
from happening in the future. 

- Hmm. I wondered, what they are doing to see 
to it that it will never happen again? Having a 
second truck driving behind the first truck? 

To get the answer, I put a call into Mr. Bryant, 
hoping he might interrupt his dance routine long 
enough to take my call. However, the number 
given as being his got me into the banking area 
fairly low on the corporate telephone pole, and I 
had to swim upstream for a while. Finally, I got 
to ask the question to someone who said they did 
not know anything about this, who transferred 


me to a woman at a call center in Delaware, who 
transferred me to my local branch on Newtown 
Lane here in East Hampton, which at the present 
time has put me on hold. 

Well, I shall continue writing. I note that the 
letter is dated February 7 and it arrived here in 
the mail on February 21, so this does not show 
much in the way of urgency. Meanwhile, the 
letter continues on with an offer. I am eligible 
for two years free credit monitoring from a 
company called myTrueldentity. I should call. 
them and give them a 12-letter activation code 
that they provided in the next paragraph—which 
I most certainly am not going to reveal to you, 
dear reader—followed by three simple steps to 
receive my three-level credit monitoring service 


- online within minutes. If I don’t have internet, 


the letter says I can also sign up by calling a 
particular phone number and then giving a six- 
digit telephone pass code that’s in my letter, 
which I am also not going to give you. 

I have been on hold now for 18 minutes. 
Maybe crowds of people getting this letter are 
calling in. Maybe I ought to drive down there 
and see what’s up. Go by the back entrance 
so I can go through their dumpster. I'll let 
you know. 

Well, I went down to the bank branch with the 
letter. This is not a scam. I closed my account and 
opened a new one elsewhere. Maybe next time 
the somebody on the truck will remember to shut 
the hatch door.

The Ah Ha 
moment came on the day in January when the 
New England Patriots were meeting the Kansas 
City Chiefs in a playoff game. I have been keeping 
what I found to myself since then. But now I am 
going to tell you about it. 

I was running late and couldn’t get to the TV 
for the beginning of the game. But I was able 
to keep track of it by using the Sports App on 
my phone. 

My Sports App did not have the rights to 
broadcast the game. But they have a workaround.

“Second down and one,” comes on the screen. 

Watching this, I was able to keep up with the 
game until I arrived at my seat in the living room. 
And then I discovered its secret. 

On our 55-inch TV, Brady faded back, eluded 
a tackler and threw to Gronkowski. But a guy 
named James knocked it out of his hands, 
incomplete. 

On my cell phone, just one second later, this 
typing appears. It reads “Brady fades back, eludes 
a tackler and throws down the center of the field 
to Rob Gronkowski, but linebacker James knocks 
it away with his left hand.” 

How could they do this? No computer program 
I’ve ever heard of could get all this detail. 
But there it is, just one second from the time 
it happened. 

I was stunned. It had to be typed in by 
somebody watching the game on TV somewhere. 
It’s like closed captioning, which is typed in, 
and is often filled with misspellings, which we 
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forgive because it’s such a rush job. 

But the thing is that on my Sports App, there 
are hundreds of games going on simultaneously 
in different sports. Tennis match explanations 
appear in writing almost at the moment they 
happen. Hockey explanations appear in writing 
at the moment they happen. Baseball game 
explanations appear in writing when they happen. 

The only answer to this is that there have to 
be thousands, maybe even millions, of people, 
probably young people, who are employed in 
typing things onto “the internet” in this way, 
three shifts of eight hours each, 24-7. 

It’s an incredible secret. 

_ That night I watched the old movie A League 
of Their Own, about the women’s professional 
baseball league games that were played in the 
Midwest during 1943. Tom Hanks played the part 
of the manager for one of the teams, and he was 
drunk much of the time. 

In one scene, a small crowd of 5,000 people, 
sitting on the stadium benches, watched a game. 
The interesting part was out in back of the left 
field fence, where some 10-year-olds manipulated 
the numbers on a scoreboard. There were no 
electric scoreboards then. Just slots in a huge 
rectangular board attached to the fence, where 
white numbers on black squares could be slid 
down into slots from behind, so, from the front, 
it would appear that numbers got magically 
changed. In one game, Geena Davis, the actress, 
was shown hitting the ball over the fence. While 
one boy chased the ball, another boy in back of 
the scoreboard took the number 1 out from a 
pile, walked it over to the back of the scoreboard, 
climbed a ladder with it, slid the 0 out of one slot 


and slid in his 1. Magic. The first internet. The 
Rockford Peaches lead 1 to 0. 

Signing on to do this with my Sports App is 
not something today that true-blooded Americans 
would ever do. There is only one possible place 
where this many young people could do this. And 
that is in.China. Children learn English early in 
China. And they can be taught football. In China, 
where there are one billion six hundred million 
people, you tell some kids to do something and they 
do it. 


And, as they steal American ideas, they steal this 
idea from watching that movie. 

Is there any other place where this work could 
be done? Yes, there is. India. Our friend. There are 
one billion three hundred million people in India, 
and I suspect if we can harness this crowd, we can 
make trouble for China. You better believe it. And— 
this is a good sign—the total Indian population is 
increasing faster than the total Chinese population. 

And that explains the so-called internet. It’s a big 
fraud. You read this first in Dan’s Papers. iB. 


TO HELP! 
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The Sag Harbor Bus Tangle

hirteen months ago, the Sag Harbor School 
Board decided to hire a consultant to tell 
them if the six school bus. routes could be 
reconfigured so they could make more frequent 
stops to pick up more kids without it costing any 
more. Their hire was Transportation Advisory 
Services, a highly recommended outfit with an 
office on a small street in the upstate small 
town of Walworth, 20 miles east of Rochester. 
The base fee would be $11,850, the Sag Harbor 
Express reported, and the job would include a 
complete survey of improvements and changes 
that might be made to better the service. 
Last week, the report was presented to the 
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board. So it took 13 months to get the approvals 
needed for the hire, the contract signed, the 
work done, a report written up, a transportation 
subcommittee to review it and then to get to 
the meeting. 

And some of the board members were 
unhappy with the report, according to the Sag 
Harbor Express. 

“I thought we were going to get some out-of- 
the-box thinking by getting some fresh eyes, 
and that didn’t happen,” said board member 
Susan Lamontagne. 

“IT was expecting some of those same things,” 
said School board President Diana Kolhoff. 

The report, again according to the Sag Harbor 
Express, did suggest that one bus start its 
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route five minutes earlier, which would make it 
unnecessary to have another particular bus. But 
then it proceeded to suggest numerous things 
the board was already doing—using a particular 
software, replacing old busses in a timely fashion, 
adding bus stops closer together, and so on and 
so on. 


[t took 13 months to get the 

vals needed, the contract 
signed, the work done, a report 
written, a subcommittee to review 
it and then get to the meeting. 


Anyway, the main thing was the mathematics 
of how many busses going how many miles an > 
hour on which particular routes making how 
many stops had been done in a timely fashion, so 
that was important. 

But I was wondering if the seniors at the high 
school could have been tasked to tackle this 
mathematical problem. They've gone through 
adding and subtracting and multiplication and 
algebra, maybe even a little trigonometry, I think, 
if math today is anything like it was when I went 
to high school. And it wouldn’t have cost $11,850 
and taken 13 months. A plaque could have 
been awarded. 

Is it possible some parents on the school board 
do not think their high school kids are smart 
enough to tackle this? Just asking. ys

he piece gracing this issue’s cover, 

titled “Montauk Rocks,” was 
painted in plein air at Ditch Plains. “I 
was inspired to paint this work after 
looking at the seascapes of Winslow 
Homer,” says artist Edwina Lucas.

When I look at his paintings I can 
hear the waves crashing and feel the 
movement of the tide. Homer painted 
most of his seascapes in Maine where 
the coastline is very rocky. In order 
to find a similar view, I had to drive 
out to Montauk.” Lucas continues, “There are 
three blues on my palette at all times: cerulean, 
cobalt and ultramarine. I use each blue, usually 
combined with one or two other colors, for 
the different portions of the wave’s trajectory. 
It takes many different color combinations to 
create the illusion that a wave is rising, curling 
and/or crashing.” 


What do you plan to paint this summer? 

I will be having my first ever solo show at Ille 
Arts in Amagansett, so I will be spending most of 
my time preparing for that. I plan to paint some 


large-scale florals, as well as some seascapes, 
landscapes and animals. 


What are some of your _ favorite 
summer activities? 

I enjoy most summer seaside activities. Some 
of my favorites include boating, long ocean days, 


paddle boarding and, of course, painting. 


If you could hang out on the beach with 
any artist in history, who would it be and 
what would you talk about? 

It would be Winslow Homer. I would ask

about painting and color theory.

That’s something 
I’ve seen on TV for my whole life, and now I was living 
it. It felt like a dream and still feels like a dream. 


The judges had you bring in your girlfriend, 
Victoria Ziccardi, to sing with you. What was 
that like? : 

It was awesome. Everybody was thinking that it was 
staged and it definitely wasn’t, let me tell you. She’s a 
great singer, but she’s so shy about it so I’m bringing 
her out of her shell a little bit more so hopefully this 


gives her a confidence boost. 


When did you first start singing? 

Ever since I was a little boy, I used to hum in the 
back of the car, that’s how my parents could tell if I - 
was alright. From there I started to sing. The first song 
I learned was “Born to Be Wild,” I knew the whole song 
by heart when I was a little kid, and then I went to 
Our Lady of the Hamptons in Southampton and every 
Christmas there’s a giant show and everyone has to be 
in it, and Sister Kathy [Schlueter], the principal, threw 
me into the loop and gave me a solo, and everybody 
went nuts. And ever since then I’ve been hooked on 
singing and took vocal lessons and guitar lessons. I’ve 
been auditioning for shows and musical theater, and 
then I learned how to play the ukulele through a friend 
and stuck with that. A friend taught me when I was 
12. My senior year, gigs started to happen. I always 
worked at 1 North Steakhouse as a busboy, and in my 
senior year they gave me Saturday gigs, and from that 
gig came another gig and another gig, and last summer 
through iHeartRadio, me and some buddies won 
some studio time and we’ve been using that. I’ve been 
blessed with opportunity in the last year. 


What would you like to say to your fans? 

I would like to say thank you for always believing 
in me. And for those that are starting to catch wind of 
my name, I hope you stay and hope you continue to 
support.

The Top 5 Things | Ate in March 


h, March. For the first three weeks of the 

month it looked like this top five would 
be all pizza. But the weather lightened up and 
with that came some fresh ideas and treats. 
Spring is a time to try new things. Okay, new-. 
to-me things—namely an acai bowl. — 

Have you had this trendy treat? As the term 
“bowl” implies, you scoop it up with a spoon. 
It’s like a child’s idea of a gourmet meal, made 
from healthy dessert elements: neat layers 
of frozen berry puree, granola, freshly grated 
coconut, blueberries, strawberries, sliced 
banana drizzled with honey on top. Or maybe 
it’s a dream dessert for a bear or a woodland 
imp? Anyway, it’s really fun and not terribly 
sweet. I might have a second one someday 
soon. I definitely will when we can grow acai 
locally. Right now it’s grown in the subtropic 
regions of Central and South America. But 
climates change. 

A more traditional treat, rice pudding, 
arrived in a new form at my desk last week. 
Lucky Lou’s Gourmet Rice Pudding, produced 
in Calverton, has long been a favorite among 
Long Islanders. Sometimes you need the comfort 
of rice pudding so much that the plastic container 
matters not. - 

Lou’s is a perfectly acceptable form of the genre. 
Significantly, the cinnamon on top is finely ground 
and ample. And the pudding is sold in two sizes at 
Schmidt’s Market & Produce in Southampton: the 
6-ounce “fat pill of indulgence” and the 12-ounce “I 
can’t see my feet and I don’t care.” So far I’ve only 
“indulged.” Come our busy season, I might hafta trade 
up. Rice is not local yet either, but as Lou’s motto says, 
this pudding is “almost as good as mom’s, “ which is 
certainly “close to home.” 

I'd heard tell of Lenny’s Pizza in Jamesport as 
a place to go. I’m so often disappointed by tall tales 
of pizza fabulousness, I didn’t rush to conquer, but 
nobody told me I could effectively revisit the Conca 
D’oro pizza experience there. Lenny’s vegetable 
slice takes me right back to Conca, my Sag Harbor 
hometown slice joint until they closed in 2017. The 
eggplant on Lenny’s slices is not battered, and yet the

slice altogether is a touch greasier than Conca’s. But it 
works. Next I’ll have to investigate Lenny’s gorgonzola 
salad to see how it stacks up to my “Concadoric” ideal. 

Is the true test of pizza how good it is cold? I 
think so. Dan’s Hamptons Media management staff 
came back to our Southampton offices with leftover 
pizza from an event at Centro Trattoria & Bar in 
Hampton Bays. Oh my. I think they've earned using 
those images of Italy on their promotional materials. 
This pizza is worthy. A just-right crust topped with 
perfect, red sauce covered with mozzarella that says, 
“Tm really salty and rich and exactly what you need.”

hot. But I look forward to having it cold for 
breakfast someday soon. 

My writing partner Hillary Davis and I 
turned in our manuscript for The Hamptons 
Kitchen last week. The 256-page tome was 
two years (one oven, one dishwater, one 
major operation followed by complications, 
three Pyrex pie plates, several wine bottles 
and a lamp) in the making. I mean, I’ve 
long known that “you gotta break some 
eggs to make an omelet,” but this was a 
ridiculous commitment. 

I figured I’'d start to date (my husband) 
again and get a long-overdue pedicure/facial/ 
massage/waxing/blow-out. But I could not 
have imagined the waves of profound relief 
that washed over me. Everything shifted and I 
didn’t know what to do with that. On a whim, 
I took myself out to lunch. I chose well. I sat 
down with a big plate full of steaming goodness 
at Saaz in Southampton.
